Statistical Report of the Principal Ope: 
rations performed in the London Hospitals, 
during the month of April, 1855. 

Lithotomy.— Number of cases, 3; reco- 
vered, 1; under treatment; 2. 

Case 1—A inan, aged 20, wnder the care 
of Mr. Lloyd, ‘in St. Bartholomew’s Hos- 
pital. The recto-urethral operation was 
performed, and a stone of considerable size 
removed. Doing well. ‘Case 2.—A boy, 
aged’3, under the care of Mr. Lloyd, in St. 
Bartholomew’s Hospital. ’ In this case. also; 
the recto urethral method was adopted. Do- 
ing well. Case3.—A boy, aged 9, under 
the care of Mr. James Lane in St. Mary’s 
Hospital. A ‘small mulberry calculus was 
removed by the usual lateral Operation. Re- 
covered. 

Lithatrity.—A man, aged 28, asthmatic, 
and a bad subject for an operation, is under 
Mr. Hilton’s care, in Guy’s Hospital, with 
stone in the bladder. * His symptoms dated 
three years back, and he had suffered severe- 
ly. The bladder is very irritable, much 
contracted, and has never been got to hold 








more than four ounces at a time. Two litho- 
trity operations have been performed, and 
numerous fragments have come away. Con- 
siderable irritation has been caused, but on 
the whole the man‘is doing well. 

Ligature of Arteries.—Mr. Stanley’s pa- 
tient, in whom ligature of the femoral had 
been practised for popliteal aneurism, has 
been dischatged. He is well in évery re- 
spect, excepting that a collection of fluid of 
doubtful nature still remains in the aneuris- 
mal sac, and appears to be absorbing very 
slowly. “He hae for some time been allowed 
to take exercise. ° Mr. Cock’s patient, in 
whom a like operation had been performed, 
has been discharged, under almost similar 
circumstances. The fluid in the sac was, 
however, diminishing more rapidly than in 
Mr. Stanley’s case. 

Case 1.—A wiuscular drayman, aged 28, 
was admitted into St. Bartholomew's Hos- 
pital, ‘under the care of Mr. M’Whinnie, 
having had his left leg severely crushed be- 
tween his dray and agate-post. The whole 
limb below the knee was swollen, tense, and 
cold, and the swelling was said to have com- 
menced hnupedtuvety after the accident. 
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Four hours after admission the swsting 
much increased,’ more especially in the 
popliteal space. ‘As nq ‘pulsation had been 
detected in either. tibial artery, it was ‘haw 
deemed probable that rupture of the main 
trunk,had occurred, and Mr. M' Whinnie- 
accordingly determined to cut down into the 
popliteal space andexamine. The popliteal 
and anterior tibial arteries were found on’ 
exposure to be uninjured ; but the dissection 
being continued downwards, it was ascer- 
tained that the posterior tibial, about an inch 
from its ‘origin, was collapsed and pulseless. 
No laceration was discovered at the time ; 
but, as it was thought certain it must exist, 
two ligatures: were applied, one below and 
one above the spot where pulsation ‘ceased. 
“No bleeding occurred after the operation, but 
»  thepatient sank, became delirious, and death 
* took place on the day following. At the 
post-mortem there was. found, as had been 
suspected, a laceration'in the posterior tibial. 
artery, just below the spot where the ligature 
had been applied. All the other-vyessels were 
sound. -Case,2.—A man, aged 25, admitted { 
into Guy's Hospital, under the care of Mr. 
Callaway, having injured his forearm by the 
bursting ofasoda-water bottle. There had 
been profuse arterial hemorrhage from a 
wound just above the wrist. Mr. Callaway 
cut down upon and tied the'radial artery at 
two parte, above and below a transverse 
injury, which had nearly divided its trunk. 
After this had been done, there.seemed to 
be still bleeding from a branch near to'the 
radial, supposed to be the superficialis vole. 
This also was tied, and the bleeding then 
ceased, No tendons had been injured in the 
accident. The wound healed kindly. 
Herniotomy.—Number of cases, 6 ; reco- 
vered,-2.; under treatment, 3 ; died, 1 
RacovarionnCass 1—A man, aged 53, 
under the care of Mr. Hilton, in Guy’s Hos- 
pital, with a large inguinal hernia, whieh had 
been strangulated eight hours. It was found 
necessary to open the sac, but the stricture 
seemed to have been caused by a portion of 
the fascia propria. . A large mass of omen- 3 
tum and a small coil. of intestine occupied 
the sac; the latter was returned ungegen. 
After the operation, the ‘man. had acute. in- 
flammation of the sac, and alsp some peri: 
tonitie. Under treatment, however, by 
calomel and opium, he made a good recovery. 
Case 2.—A woman, aged 40, under the care 
of Mr. Quain, in- University College Hos-

Case 3.—A woman, agéd 33, under the care 
of Mr, Erichsen, in University College Hos- 
pital. Hernia femoral ;. strangulated seven 
hours; sac not opened. Recovered, Under 
Treatment,—Case'4.—A woman, aged 28, 
under the care of Mr. Spencer Smith, in St. 
Mary’s Hospital, the subject of femoral her-. 
nia for six years... At the time of admission 
the protrusion had been down twelve hours, 
and there had been vomiting during that 
time. The ‘bowels ‘had,. however, acted 
that morning under the influence of a dose 
of castor oil. Attempts at.taxis proving in- 
effectual, the operation was at once perform. 
ed.’ The sac having been opened, a knuckle 
of much congested intestine was brought 
into,view. ‘On the ‘division of Gimbernat’s 
ligament an artery of some size was wound- 
ed, and it became neceveary to apply a liga- 
tore to it. There were,the symptoms. of 
sharp peritonitis after the’operation, but they 
subsided under treatment, and the patient is 
now doing well. . Case 5.—-A woman, aged 
42,-under the care of Mr. Ure, in St. Mary’s 
Hospital. for years the subject of reducible 
femoral hernia. Strangulation, had existed 


‘about nine hours at the time.of the operation. 


Sac opened. An abscess formed after the 
operation above the posterior part of the crest 
of the ilium, Doing well. Deaths.— Case 
6.—A woman; aged 57, under the care of 
Mr. Birkett, in Guy’s. Hospital. Hernia 
femoral ; strangulated fifty-seven hours; sac 
opened, The bowel wasactually inflamed, 
and almost gangrenous ; but not eo hopeless 
but that reduction was deemed warrantable. 


‘On the fourth day a fecal fistula formed, and 


death from exhaustion resulted on the hour. 
teenth. No autopsy was permitted. 
Amputations..— Of the. Thigh.- --Under 
treatment.— Case 1.--A‘man, aged 25, under 
the care of Mr. Hilton, in Guy’s Hospital, on 
aceount of necrosis of the tibia and disease of 
the knee-joint. He was the subject, also, of 
diseased hip, on the same side.’ His health 
was bad, and there were signs. either of 
pneumonia or tubercular consolidation of a 
portien of one lung. . He had been in the 
hospital for nearly nine nionthe ; and, as the 
disease in the knee seemed ta be rapidly 
exhausting him, it was thought best to res 
move the limb. - The amputation was per- 
formed through the middle of the thigh, On 
the tenth day secondary hemofrhage oc- 
curred, and the stump had to be laid open, 








anda second ligature applied to the femoral 
artery, in which vessel an ulcerated opening 
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replaced by bone almost as hard as ivory. 
The stump has done well, and is now healed,

Case 2.—A woman, aged 23, under Mr. 
Hilton’s care, in Guy's Hospital, on account 
of anchy losis of the knee-joint. .The disease 
had existed for eighteen months, and had 
much reduced her health. . Amputation by 
double flaps through the thigh. _ Doing well. 
Case.3,=+A. strumaus boy, aged 3, under 
Mr. Hilton’s care, in. Guy’s Hospital, with 
necrosis of the tibia and anchylosis of the 
knee-joint. Amputation through the thigh: 
Doing well. Case 4.—A boy, aged 12, 
weak and much emaciated, under the care 
of Mr. Gowland, in the London Hospital, on 
account of necrosis of the tibia and disease 
of the knee-joint, Flap. emputation in. the 
lower third was performed. Doing ‘well. 
Case 5.—A man, aged 56, under the care 
of Mr. Hancock, in Charing-Cross Hospital, 
on actount of diseased knee-joint and ab- 
scesses in the leg. His state of health at 
the time of the amputation was very bad, 
buthe hasborne it well, and is now progress- 
ing favourably. Deaths.— Cage 6.—A man, 
aged 57, under the care of Mr. M’Whinnie, 
in St. Bartholomew’s Hospital,.for gangrene 
in consequence of a severe crush of the leg. 
He .was only admitted ‘on the fourth: day, 
when the mortification had already extended 
high up, and his state was extremely critical. 
Death followed twelve hours after the am- 
putation. Case.7.—A man, aged 60, of very 
intemperate habits, was admitted into Si. 
Mary’s Hospital, under the care of Mr. Ure, 
having sustained a compound fracture of the 
femur in its lower third, with extensive lace- 
ration of thé soft parte. He was: intoxicated 
at the time-of the accident, which had oc- 
curred six of seven hours previous to his 
admission. Primary amputation was per- 
formed.. Gangrene afterwards attacked the 
stump, and death occurred. on the fifth day. 
. Ofthe Leg.—Under treatment.—Case8.— 
Aman, aged 44, under the care of Mr. Cack, 
in Guy's Hospital, on account of old stand-

Of the Upper Extremity.—Recovered.— 
Case 9.—A, healthy lad, aged 20, under the 
care of Mr. Ferguseon, in. King’s College 
Hospital, on account of extensive: laceration 
of the hand by machinery. An attempt was 
made to save jt, but gangrene came on, and 
it: was necessary to amputate through: the 
forearm onthe thirdday. Doingwell. Case 
10.—A labourer from the country was ad- 
mitted into Guy’s Hospital, under the care 
of Mr, Birkett, his; right hand and: wrist 
having been crushed -in the wheels of a 
threshing: machine... Primary amputation 
was performed: . The stump healed by gran- 
ulation; and was sound in. about three weeks. 

Of the Foot.—Death.— Case 11.—A. sal- 
low-complexioned man, aged 27, under the 
care of Mr. Fergusson, in King’s College 
Hospital,on account of caries of the -tarzal 
bones, the result-of an injury. Amputation 
at the ankle-joint was performed. Afier the 
operation, extreme irritability of the stomach 
came, and violent sickness continued un- 
checked nearly tothe time of death, which 
took place on the sixth day... ‘The flap would 
probably have sloughed,. Under treatment. 
—A man, sged 56, under the care of Mr. 
Cock, in Guy’s Hospital, on account of dis- 
ease of the ankle-joint of one year’s standing. 
The skin over the heel was 80 much diseased, 
that the ordinary flap, in amputation at the 
ankle-joint, could not be obtained; Mr. 
Cock therefore dissected up: the skin very 
freely from .the front and outer:part of the 
articulation. The lower.surface of the tibia 
and the head:of the fibula were sawn away. 
Considerable. portions of the flaps sloughed, 
and the stump was, for the first week, ina 
very unhealthy condition; it has latterly, 
however, much improved, -and it is hoped 
the result, may yet be. good.

adopted: Doing well Case 3.—A:strv- , 
mous child, aged 7, under the care of ‘Mr, | 
Hilton, in Guy’s Hospital; on account of dis- 
ease. of the os calcis and astragalus: The 
os calsis was not actually necrosed; but was ; 
so extensively diseased that it became ne- 
cessary to remove the whole of it. A semi- 
lunar flap ‘was: dissected up fromthe outer 
side of the heel, and ‘the os calcis, thus 
exposed, was cut in two by bone forceps. 
The periosteum, where it adhered, -wasnext 
carefully detached by the handle of the knife, 
and: the twa. halves of the bone were easily 
removed. “The under surface of the astra- 
galus being carious was. gouged ‘out. Hith- 
erto: the case promises well. It is ‘hoped 
that; aa the periosteum was carefully. pre- 
served, there» may be a. considerable pro- 
duction of new bone. Case 3.—A woman, 
aged 25, under the. care of Mr. ‘Hilton, in 
Guy's Hospital, on account’ of diseased os 
calcis: The skin wasdissected up over the 
affected spot, and the gouge freely applied: 
The wound has healed, excepting a single 
fistula; which, it is:feared, leads to bone yet 
in a state of disease; the inflammation not 


improbably involving the articulation. be- 


tween the astragalus and.os calcis. Case 4. 
—An unhealthy man, aged 32, under the 
care of Mr. Stanley, for disease of. the carpal 
bones. A semilunar flap was dissected up 
from the back of the hand, and most of the 
carpal bones, loosened and in a state of 
caries, taken out. Doing well. | Case5.— 
A man, aged 52, under the care of Mr. Pa- 
get, in St. Bartholomew's Hospital, on 
account of old’standing disease of the os 
calcis.. In-another hospital five operations 
with the gouge, trephine; etc.,-had been 
performed, but the:remaining portion of bone 
still continued the: diseased action. Mr. Pa- 
get: excised all-that remained of the’ affected 
bone, and afterwards divided the tendo- 
Achillis (subcutaneously) in order the better 
to-permit of apposition, ‘The wound’ made 
was, from the chronicthickening of the parts, 
etc; necessarily very large ; but it progress- 
ed well, and the: result eeeme likely’ to: be 
favourable. Case6.—A healthy man, aged 
31, under the care: of Mr. Fergusson, in 
King’s College Hospital, on account of 'a 
tumoar in the leftside and front of the lower 
jaw. It was: necessary to excise the bone 
from the anterior edge of the left masseter

as far forwards as the canine tooth on the 
right side: ©The disease-had ‘been increas. 
ing for three years. On dissection, the bone . 
was found occupied by cysts ‘filled with 
gelatinous fluid, ite external layer having 
been expanded until-‘as thin as parchment, 
The patient has done well since the opera- 
tion. Case 7.-—A man, aged 55, under the 


' care of Mr. Birkett, in. Guy’s Hospital, hav- 


ing suffered from carious disease within the 
head of the tibia for five’ ‘months. The 
gouge was employed, and some softened 
cancellous bone infiltrated with pus’ wae re- 
moved. | The cavity seems to be filling up. 

: Removal of Necrosed Bone.—Many cases 
of this class of operations remain under care 
in the'different hospitals. In some, further 
operative measures will be required at a 
future time; others are likely to recover 
without. 

The following have been performed during 
the month’: Case 1.—A boy, aged 11, un- 
der care in Guy’s for necrosis of the right 
tibia. ‘The disease had existed for three 
years. Mr. Hilton removed a very large 
sequestrum, and it is believed all the affected 
portion. The wound has‘since been attacked 
by erysipelas, but is now healing, Case 2. 
—A lad, aged 17, under Mr. Lane's care in 
St. Mary’s Hospital, having twice before had 
necrosed bone removed from the humerus. 
A third opérationhas been performed. Doing 
well. - Case.3.—A man, aged 38, under the 
care of Mr. Adams; in the London Hospital. 
He was in gond ‘health when admitted, but 
for twenty-eight years had suffered from an 
ulcer in front of the left tibia which depended 
upon diseased bone. The tibia was much 
thickened about the part. Two attacks of 
mild hospital gangrene affected the wound, 
and .caused’ delay of the operation. The 
tendency to’ phagedeena having, however, 
quite ceased, Mr. Adame proceeded to the 
removal of the necrosed portions. This was 
effected ‘successfully, though-not without 
some difficulty on account of the great thick- 
ness and density of the bone by which they 
were encased. Under'treatment. Case 4. 
—A girl, aged 19, under the care of Mr. 
Birkett, in Guy’s Hospital, on account: of 
necrosis of a small part of the shaft of the 
ulna; ‘The disease had existed four months. 
Erysipelas’ attacked the wound a few days 
after the removal of the sequestrum had 
been performed::. Recovered. 

Excision of Malignant Growths.— Case 
1.—A_ man, aged 72, under Mr. Cock’s care 
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in Guy’s Hospital, on account of a returned 
epithelial cancer of the lip.’ In November 
last Mr. Cock removed by’ a horizontal in- 
cision a superficial cancerous ulcer from the 
same spot. It had been necessary also to 
apply the actual cautery to several other 
growths of threatening “character on the 
tongue and mucous lining of the cheek. Mr. 
Cock on the present occasion excised the 
returned disease in the lip freely by the V- 
shaped incision. Recovered: Case 2.—A 
woman, aged 36, married, and the mother 
of a large family, under the care of Mr. Bir- 
kett, in Guy's Hospital, on account of infil- 
trated cancer of the right breast. The entire 
gland wasexcised. Erysipelas followed the 
operation, but it subsided under treatment, 
and the wound is now healed.’ Case'3 --A 
woman; aged 37, under the care of Mr: Lane 
in St. Mary’s Hospital, for a tumour of the 
“parotid the size ofan orange. There was no 
history of hereditary tendency to cancer. 
The disease was said to have commenced as 
a small pea-sized mass’ about fifteen years 
ago, and had remained nearly stationary un- 
til within the last four months, during which 
it had been rapidly increasing. Mr. Lane 
excised the whole, and on cutting through 
-the mass, it was found to be of encephaloid 


character in‘parts. ‘The wound was affected 
by’erysipelas after the operation, but subse- 


quently it healed well.

Excision of the Testis.--A cachectic man, 
aged 51, under the care of Mr. Fergusson, 
in King’s College Hospital, The left testis 
was enlarged tothe size of asmall cocoa-nut. 
After excision the disease proved, as expect- 
ed, to be medullary cancer. Recovered. 

Amputation of the Penis.—A. man, aged 
46, in good health, under -the care of Mr. 
Hilton in Guy's. Hospital, on account of 
epithelial cancer affecting both the prepuce 
and: glans... The disease-was of five months’ 
standing. Mr. Hilton amputated the penis 
by tranefixing its body just above the urethra, 
cutting through the copora cavernosa, and 
then dissecting out the urethra and dividing 
it half an inch further forward than the firat 
incision. The result has been very good, 
and the man has not experienced any diffi- 
culty.in the escape of the urine. 

Excision of Non- Malignant Tumours.-- 
Cause 1.—A boy, aged 9, under the care‘of 


No paralysis of the 
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Mr. Cock, on account of a pedunculated en- 
cysted tumour inthe umbilicus. The timour 
was of congenital origin, and had attained the 
size-of a marble. © It had been mistaken for 
a hernia, and a truss had béen ordered. Mr. 
Cock \at once cut it away.’ Its‘ contents 
consisted of sebaceous matter, Case 2— 
A woman, aged 24, under the care of Mr. 
Birkett in Guy's Hospital, on account of a 
mammary ‘glandular tumour of four years’ 
growth.. The mass was about the ‘size of 
half an egg, and quite circumscribed. Ena- 
cleation was performed. Recovered. Case 
3.—A healthy woman, aged 23, under the 
care of Mr. Fergusson, in King’s College 
Hospital, on account of an elastic paitiless 
tumour in the left lobe of the thyroid gland.’ 
Excision was performed. It proved to bea 
cyst filled with thick serots fluid, and at- 
tached to the capsule of the gland. Reco- 
vered. Case 4.—A woman, aged 28, under 
the care of Mr. Lane in St. Mary’s Hospital, 
on account of a much enlarged and almost 
solid bursa over the patella. It'was excised, 
and all went on well until ‘the’wound was 
almost healed, when suddenly the patient 
became affected with extreme mental de- 
pression, avowed her conviction that she’ 
should not recover, sank into low fever, and 
in the course ofa fewdaysdied. Case 5.— 
A healthy man, under Mr. Lliyod’s'care, in 
St. Bartholomew’s, for a large fatty tamour 
in the side. - Excision.’ Recovery. 
Operations for Exostosis:—Case 1.—A 
woman, aged 28; under the care of Mr. Cock, 
in Guy’s Hospital, on account of what was 
consideréd to be a hard epulis, growing from 
the left side ofthe lower jaw. It was of six 
years’-duration, and about the size‘of half a 
smal! walnut. Mr. Cock cut it freely away 
to a level of the jaw, and took’ out ‘the 
stumps of two dead teeth, which were found 
in itsbase. ‘Its structure was that of hardish 
bone, its formation having, no doubt, been 
caused by the irritation of the decayed teeth. 
The latter had been completely encapsuled — 
by the growth. Case 2.—A’ man, aged 19, 
under the care of Mr. Hilton; in Guy’s Hos- 
pital, on account of an exostosis, the size of 
a'small walnut, growing from the inner side 
of the right femur, just above the knee-joint. 
Great care was necessary to avoid injury to 
the joint» The lowest edge of the vastus 
internus lay over the growth: Mr.. Hilton 
divided the skin, muscle, etc., by a single 
incision, and with bone forceps’cut through 
the base cf the tumour. ' The wound has 
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since been affected with unhealthy suppura- } the »penile» urethra had remained after a 


tion, but the cage is otherwise doing well. 

Ligature of Navus,. etc.—In four cases 
under the care, respectively, of. Messrs. Fer- 
gusson, Erichsen, Cock, and Hilton, the 
usual operations by ligature, for small nevi 
on the ecalp,, have been successfully. per- 
formed, / 

Operations for Urethral Stricture.—An 
intemperate man, aged 37, under the care of 
Mr. Partridge, in King’s College Hospital, 
on account of stricture of the urethra, and 
perineal fistule. The stricture was of old 
standing, and had followed gonorrhea, Mr. 
Partridge performed perineal section of the 
diseased tract in the usual. way. Under 
treatment. 

Tracheotomy.—A_ child, aged 3} years, 
was admitted under the care of Mr. Birkett, 
into Guy’s Hospital, having. attempted to 
drink boiling water from the spout of a ket- 
tle. The trachea was opened, on account 
of very distressing dyspnea, about seven 
hoursafter the accident.. During the opera- 
tion, the child all but died from suffocation. 
During the following week it, progressed 
very favourably, and appeared to-be quite out 
of danger, when rather suddenly the. signs 
of inflammation of the lungs set in. Death 
occurred on the fourteenth day. The post- 
mortem showed:acute pneumonia. 

. Plastic Operations. —- Hare-lip.—-Two 
cases, under the care of Mr, Furgusson, in 
King’s College Hospital, the patients aged 
respectively 4 years and 6 months; one un- 
der that of Mr. Erichsen, in University Col- 
lege Hospital, aged.6 years; one under that 
of Mr. Cock, in Guy’s, aged 6 months ; and 
one under that of Mr. Hilton, in Guy's, aged 
5 months, all examples of the single deformi- 
ty, have been operated on in the usyal way. 
In all, the success hae’ been complete. In 
one case of double hare: lip, under Mr. Erich- 
sen’s care, in an infant aged 10 months, the 
usual operation has also been succesefully 
performed. Mr. Erichsen did not, ineither 
of the cases under his care, employ pins, 
using sutures only. Taliacotian.—A case 
is under the care of Mr. Henry Thompson, 
in the Marylebone Infirmary, in whichanew 
nose has been made by transplantation from 
the skin of the forehead. The result pro- 
mises to be very. good. The columna is to 
be made in the course ofa few weeks. The 
Closure of Urethral Fistula.—In a case un- 
der the care of Mr. Erichsen, in University 
College, in which a fisiulous opening into 





‘sloughing chancre,,a plastic operation has 


been performed for its cloeure. No success 
has, however, attended it, and it is proposed 
to operate again shortly.

Massachusetts General Hospital.—Our 
cotemporary, the Boston Medical.and Sur- 
gical Journal, announces the resignation of 
Dr. Jacozn Biggtow as one of the physicians 
to this hospital, the duties of which he has 
ably performed for nineteen years.

Health: of New Orleans.—The 25th of 
July has arrived, and we find ourselves 
again called on to render an account of the 
‘doings of disease.in our city during the:past 
month, Our. last report was anything but 
a flattering one, and we had hoped to, be 
able, this time, tg, present our readers a 
more agreeable picture. To some extent 
these hopes have been realized, though there 
is nothing in our existing condition which 
can be construed into cause for self. gratula- 
tion. Our last report showed us to be just 
emerging from an epidemic of cholera, which 
had, in a few short weeks, killed near eight 
hundred of our ‘citizens, in addition to a 
large mortality by other diseases. Since 
the issue'of that report, the number of deaths 
by this dieease have gradually declined, 
until it has almost disappearedthere being 
but eight deaths reported for the week end-' 
ing July 22. In our last iseue, however, 
we announced the appearance of yellow 
fever here by reports of ten undoubted cases 
which had“been seen in the Charity Hos- 
pital.. Since that time the disease has 
steadily increased, until, for the week end- 
ing July.22, we notice 119 deaths from yel- 
low feveralone. Up to thepredent time the 
total number of deaths .by this disease re- 
ported is 201—to July 1, 6; for week end- 
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ing July 8, 32; for week ending 15th, 44 ; 
and for week ending 22d, 119.—New Or-. 
leans Medical News and mois vag ee 
August 1; 1855. 

Yellow Fever at Portsmouth and Nor- 
folk:—Yellow fever, of a very malignant 
type, made its appearance at Portsmouth, 
Virginia, about the Ist of July; it soon 
extended to Norfolk,. and has continued up 
to the present time to commit the most dis- 
tressing ravages ‘in these unfortunate cities. 

Ovariotomy.—Dr. Willard Parker has 
recently operated with success for the re- 
moval of an. encysted ovarian tumour of 
large size; patient otherwise healthy; 23 
years of age. For several days after the 
operation, patient was kept under the in- 
fluence of opium.—N., Y. Med.. Times, 
duly.

Osituary Recorp.—It is with feelings 
of the deepest regret that we record the 
loss which the medical profession of this 
country has sustained, during the past 
month, by the death of Dre. Ex1sna Barre 
Lett, of Rhode Island, and of Morgron 
Sriuzz, of Philadelphia. 

Dr. Bartlett died at Smithfield, R.1., on 
the 18th of July, after a long illness ; and, 
though only fifty-one years of age, had se- 
cured, both as an author and a lecturer, a re- 
putation which might satisfy the most ambi-- 
tious, while his social virtues endeared him 
to a large circle of friends who will long 
cherish his memory.

Bernard’s Experiments on the Sugar- 
Forming Power of the Liver.—These have 
been recently repeated. to a very great ‘ex- 
tent, and in every form, by a committee of 
the French Academy, who: have concluded 
their labours, and have furnished a most 
gratifying report, fully corroborating all Ber- 
nard’s original statements. The only sub- 
ject-of doubt or controversy seems to be— 
whether the liver forms sugar or merely 
separates it when already formed, as the 
kidney separates urea; the latter, as is 
generally known, being formed not in the 
kidney. but:in the capillaries, from the waste 
of tissues. Section of the pneumogastric 
stops the sugar-forming power of the liver, 
while puncture of the medulla oblongata, 
between the origin of this nerve and the 
acoustic, by causing irritation of the pneu- 
mogastric, on the other hand, increases the 
amount of sugar, and produces artificial 
diabetes.. The only outlet by which sugar 
escapes in the natural state from the system 
seems to ‘be the gastric juice, as in exces- 
sive Vomiting ‘or by thé kidneys. | Animals 
fed on flesh do not afford the same amount 
of sugaras those fed on starch or sugar; but 
the commission do not think this circum- 
stance invalidates the very original disco- 
very of Bernard, no more than that in hys- 
teria the kidneys form very little urea, and 
give off pale, aqueous urine. The entire 
report is of ‘the most satisfactory and prac- 
tical description, and must modify the treat- 
ment of diabetes and other diseases.— 
Lancet, July 28, 1854. 

Chloroform in Colic.—M. Aran states 
that repeated experience ‘convinces him of 
the great value of chloroform given inter- 
nally, as a. curative agent in colic, employing 
it also externally until the acuteness of the 
pain is somewhat subdued. No-.absolute 
dose can ‘be laid down ; for,-while cases of 
medium intensity may require but 60 drops 
per diem, severe ones may require from 100

to.300 drops: A portion is given. in water, § used when-the.child.cannot swallow. The

The entire quantity should be given in 
divided doses; as the effects: are soon dissi- 
pated. ‘Frum the’ second, or. moré rarely 
the fourth or fifth day, the colic is relieved, 
but a-less quantity of the chloroform must 
be continued until stools are re-established, 
which will usually be the case spontaneously 
when food is given. In 21 cases only 3 
required the use of purgatives. Still, in 
severe cases, the duration of- treatment. is 
abridged, and relapse rendered less proba- 
ble, if the first success of the chloroform be 
followed by a dose of castor oil or Seidlitz 
water. In.chronic colic, occurring in‘ per- 
sons who have often had the disease,.and 
where obstinate constipation is accompamied 
by moderate pain, chloroform is of no avail, 
active purging alone succeeding. —L’ Union 
Médicale, No. 34. 

Quinine as an Anthelmintic.—M. Deu- 
vaux, of Brussels, having observed the 
frequency with which worms are discharged 
during the use of quinine, resolved to try its 
powers as an anthelmintic. He has col- 
Jected more than forty observations of asca: 
ris lumbricoides thus radically cured, liquid 
stools, carrying away the worms, being in- 
duced in from 24 to 36 hours. Lavements 
containing it.also completely expel ascarides 
from the lower bowel. Even two cases of 
tenia seem to have yielded to it. Its indi- 
cation is especially fourid in sickly, feeble 
children, the effects of the operation of ordi- 
nary vermifuges on whom might. be feared. 
In these it also re-establishes the tone of the 
digestive organs, the debility of which so 
much favours the generation of entozoa. 
Although in some cases a dose of castor- 
oil, or. syr. rhei should precede, this is not 
usually necessary. F'rom 3 to 6 grains are 
given in the 24 hours to children of from 2 
to 10 years of age, and more to older ones, 
gradually diminishing the dose when the 
object is effected, 11. may be given either 
in powders, pills, electuaries or -lavements, 
the last containing from 4 to 6 grains.— 
Gazette des Hép., No. 58, 


On Feeding Young Infants when Feeble. 
—M. Marcuant observes that when young 
infants are born go feeble that life seems al- 
most extinct, we must not only keep them 
warm but carefully fed them, a.tube being 





same observation applies te very young in- 
fants, who refuse fodd when suffering from 
exhausting diseases. The following is the 
simple maneuvre: employed. by M. Mar- 
chant, and by the aid ef which he has saved 
many lives. The head of the infant’ is so 
laid on the left thigh of the person who is:to 
feed it, that both it and the rest of the body 
may be kept quite horizontal. . The mouth 
of the infant is opened .by pressing on its 
cheeks, and a spoon not quite filled with © 
breast milk is poured out at the back of the 
mouth. The child does not swallow at 
once ; but after the milk has fallen into the 
pharynx, if any life rémains, aslight motion 
is perceived, and the fluid reaches the sto- 
mach. This is repeated five or six times 
until the milk remainsin the mouth without 
advancing. For the first two or three days 
the child must be thus fed every two or 
three hours, night and day, and from: the 
third to the fifth day the infant is able to 
suck. We must continue to watch it and 
offer the breast even when it does not cry ; 
for feeble infants do not cry when: hungry, 
and yet soon die if not supplied.—_L’ Union 
Médicale, No. 51. : 


Tron in the Urine and Sweat.—MM. 
Viate and Latini, two professors of the 
University of Rome, as the result of numer- 
ous analyses, state that iron is one of the 
normal constituents of urine, and, in a lesser 
degree, of sweat. Very evident traces are 
also discoverable in the ashes of the mus- 
cularsubstance of the heart, the liver, spleen, 
bones, and especially of ivory. ° The urine 
also contains traces of manganese, which 
has not as yet been found in the sweat, 
They also found more ammonia in this fluid 
than Liebig and others.—L’ Union Médi- 
cale, No. 46. 

Revaccination of the Prussian Army— 
From the’ year 1834, all Prussians entering 
the army, for their three years’ service, 
have been vaccinated upon admission, and 
that whether vaccination had been previous- 
ly performed or not. From this date to 
1852, viz: 19 years, the following results 
have been obtained :—

smallpox contagion. No ‘such immunity 
attends the profession in the case of other 
® contagious or. epidemic diseases, as cholera 
or typhus; 

In the entire Prussian army, loving the 
above period, 2,428 suffered under one. of 
the three forms of pock, and of this number 
86 died. Of these, 4 had been successfully 
revaccinated, .25 had been revaccinated 
without: effect, and 57 had not been revac- 
ejnated at all. 

As during the 19, years the proportion 
of successful: revaccinations “has continued 
steadily increasing from 33 to 69 per cent., 
this must arise either from the greater per- 
fection of the process employed, or. the 
greater susceptibility of the subject ;) Dr. 
Schilling -is convinced that the latter is the 
true explanation, That. the resistance to 
revaccination dues hot necessarily imply re- 
sistance to variolous infection, is seen from 
the fact, that while 4 died after the success 
of the vaccination, 25 died when it had 
failed.—Casper’s Wochenschrift, Band vi. 
216.

Treatment of Leprosy in China.—It is 
generally known that an inveterate and 
loathsome furm-of leprosy is endemic in 
several parts of China, and that the subjects 
of it are frequently immured for life in hos- 
pitals, at the instance of the government, 
by whom the poor. people are treated rather 
as criminals than as patients. At all events, 
when: the disease is severe, it is generally 
regarded as.incurable. Ite treatment, has 
beén, in many instances, undertaken by the 
American and British medical missionaries, 
who have done so much for the good of the 
Chinése within the‘last twenty years, but 
too ofien with but little success. It is very 
gratifying, therefore, to find it recorded in 
the report for 1853-54 of the missionary 
hospital in the western suburbs of Canton, 
under the care of Dr. Hobson, that success- 
ful trials have recently been made of a new 
remedy for the cure of the disease. This 
is the seed of one of the flacourtiacea, a 
plant known in Eastern Asia by the name 
of chaul or charul moogra. .The seeds are 
coarsely pounded and given internally, in 
drachm doses, twice a. day, for a considera- 
bletime. The.expressed oil of the.seeds is 
applied occasionally to the:affected portions 
of thé skin by friction. Dr. Hobson writes 
thus of the results of this treatment: ‘I 
have seen two cases certainly cured, and 
several others much benefited; some are 
still under treatment. The remedy re- 
quires to be steadily persevered with for 
several months. Saline aperiente.are ad- 
ministered along with ‘it occasionally... The 
first appearance of improvement is in the 
eruption becoming less prominent and red, 
while whitish scales. appear -around. the 
margins, and the central parts gradually 
assume the appearance of healthy skin, 

‘* The: Chinese call the medicine tae 
Sung tsze. A few use it secretly to cure 
scrofula as well as leprosy. They. believe 
that it produces a change.in the blood; and 
they use the expressed oil asa local appli- 
cation in ‘cases of chronic ulcer, itch, and 
psoriasis; sometimes, also, it is given by 
the mouth as-an anthelmintic.—Ediaburgh

Hydrophobia, in: France.—From an ip- 

quiry instituted by the French Govern- 
ment, it appears that, in-1852, no less than 
forty-eight cases of hydrophobia occurred in 
France, these being distributed over fourteen 
departments. Returns are now ordered to be 
made every year; and one consequence of 
drawing attention to the subject has been 
the inundation of the Government with in- 

fallible specifics. These have been handed 
over to the Académie de Médicine for exa- 
mination, and M. Bouchardat, in a recent 
report, exposes their ridiculous pretensions. 
He observes that there is not one of these 
recipes which has not, at some former epoch 
‘been brought forward, and allowed to fall 
into deserved oblivion. The authors of 
these communications must also be edified 
at learning that the arcana, which they flat- 

tered themselves they alone possessed, 

reach the Government by different chan- 
nelg, and are, indeed, traceable'to quite the 
infancy. of ‘art.—Med, Times and Gaz., 
June 23, 1855. 


The Physiological Effects of Teetotal- 
ism.—In @ brilliant article with this title in 
the current number. of the Westminster 
Review, we are informed that some years 
ago the public were told that bread was 
poisoned with gin, and that in consequence, 
a ny was started for the manafacture 
of anew kind of bread, free from the dan- 
ger of causing intoxication. For awhile 
the new company succeeded... But a bold 
baker opened a shop in opposition, an- 
nouncing, “ Bread, with the gin in it ;”’ 
whereupon the, British public bought this 
bread largely, and have continued to eat ‘it, 
with its contained gin, without. injury. 
‘* We,”’ says the reviewer, ‘‘are about to 
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emulate that baker, and meet teetotaliem as 
boldly as'he met the anti-gin bakers ;’’ 
and thereon he praceeds.to demolish Dr. 
Carpenter’s. work on totel abstinence,’ to 

upset the doctrine that alcohol is a poison, 
and to prove—which he does to. our satis- 
faction—that alcohol is food, and that iise 
is not the same as abuse. aging: Med.

Chloroforming an Elephant.—The large 
elephant, 120 years of age, late the property 
of Mr. Wombwell, being incapable of loco- 
niotion from diseased feet, the present pra- 
prietor gave directions for its destruction in 
the easiest manner possible, Accordingly, 
Mr. E. Price, Veterinary Surgeon, and Mr, 
Flewitt, chemist, of Birmingham, on Friday 
last proceeded to carry his wishes into ef- 
fect. In ten minutes from the application 
of choloform the animal became totally in- 
sensible; prussic acid was then adminis- 
tered without effect, and two large doses of 
strychnine; without producing any percep- 
tible feeling of pain. Not succeeding in 
these endeavours, a continyous application 
of chloroform was made, in the hope that 
the animal might sink under it, but, after 
three hours’ perseverance in this course, no 
difference of respiration being observed, the 
administration was stopped, and in one hour 
and a half all effects of it had passed away. 
The only known meaneof destruction left 
were the knife and the bullet. The latter 
was first tried (the animal again being chlo- 
roformed) and wounded a branch of the 
carotid artery, from which ‘blood flowed in 
a tolerably sized jet. The opening was then 
enlarged by @ knife, and the artery fully 
divided. In a few minutes the huge ani- 
mal ceased to live, having died without a 
struggle or evidencing the slightest feeling 
of pain. — Lancet, July 28, 1855, - 


Coupled Twins.—A remarkable case of 
coupled twina is being exhibited in Liver- 
pool, in the persons of two African female 
children, five years of age, who, although 
in every respect perfectly formed, are joined 
to each other at the hip, and will thus go 
through life back to back, They are de- 
scribed by some of the faculty, who have 
inspected them, to be more curious than 
the Siamese. twins.—Medical Times and 
Gazette, August 11, 1855, 
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: Cholera This epidemic prevails to a 
considerable extent in Italy and Spain. At 
Fiume, about the:middle of June, the num- 
ber of cases occurring daily was from 40 to 
50 Between the 28th of May and 7th of 
July, there ‘occurred 520 cases at Verona, 
951 at Venice, and 467 at’ Padua. At 
Treviso, 674 cases occurred during May. 
El Crisol, a medical periodical of Mad. 
rid, states that the number of cases of cho- 
lera at Madrid, for the week ending July 
29, was 380; deaths 229, In the country 
towns of the provinces the medical men go 
about at the hazard of their lives, not only 
from infection but from the violence of their 
very neighbours, while they are risking 
their own lives to save others. A physi- 
cian ‘was murdered in Galicia, and an 
elderly medical man has been stabbed in 


Catalonia. In a blind and brutal prejudice. }: 


the ignorant people attribute the deaths 
from cholera to poison administered in the 
medicines, and therefore refuse to take the 
prestriptions. If such as these are carried 
off, their deaths.is attributed to poison also, 
comniunicated by the physician touching the 
patient’s tongue. 
_ At Grenada, from the 27th of June to the 
14th of July, 1617 pereons died of it. At 
Burgos it-was making great havoc. 
Cholera has also broken out at Oporto, 
and prevails at Vienna and Pesth. 


‘Quockery. in England.—It appears. in 
some proceedings last week in the Court of 
Chancery, Loncoln’s-Inn, London. to the 
complete stupification of judges and barris- 
ters, thatthe recipe or paper detailing the 
secret of Sir John Long’s, liniment, and 
other so-called specifics for consumption of 
that noted practitioner, was sold to one. of: 
the chemists of London, by the executors { 
to the will, for the immense sum of £16,000.

the patient to desire a continuation of the 
treatment. ‘ Arrived at this point, the rap- 
ping physician does not ‘hesitate to declare 
that the cure is complete.— Medical Times 
and Gazette, June 30, 1855. 


Assistant-Surgeons in the British Navy. 
—We are happy to learn that the claims of 
these meritorious members of the profession 
to proper rank and accommodations, have 
been at last allowed by the British govern. 
ment.. An order has been’ made by the 
Board of Admiralty, that “henceforth the 
naval assistant-surgeons shall have separate 
cabins, with all the privileges of the ward 
room.”

Valleix had lately been an advocate, before 
the Academy of Medicine, of mechanical 
treatment for:uterine deviations; and had 
improved on Dr. Simpson’s instruments. 
He was physician to the hospital of La 
Pitié, and author of the following works: 
1. The Guide of the Medical Practitioner, 
in five volumes—a standard book, and one 
of the best ecompendiums of modern times. 
2. A Treatise on Neuralgia. °3. Clinical 
Remarks on the Diseases of \New-Born 
Children. Both the latter works are much 
prized in France, and it is greatly tobe re- 
gretted that so accomplished a physician and 
so estimable'a man should be suddenly cut 
off at the moment he was rapidly tising in 
his profession. Discourses of the most 
touching kind were delivered at the funeral, 
by some of the friends of the deceased.
